Through the night It 
I raged with varying vigor, and when 
morning dawned Sunday it found the 
downtown streets 
in possession 
of

l artillery in reserve. 
This situation came as the result 
of the repeated assaults or attempted 
' assaults on white women by negroes. 
The list of eight of such assaults, with- 
| In the limits of Fulton county within 
the last nine weeks was added to 
Saturday, when four attem pts at as­ 
sault were reported. 
Flaring head- 
I lines In the special editions of after- 
I noon newspapers wrought the popu­ 
lace to a high pitch of excitement. 
The usual Saturday night crowds were 
largely Increased by men and boys, 
who thronged the downtown streets. 
There was no leader and no overt act 
until late In the evening. 
About IO 
o'clock a negro shoved a white woman 
I from the sidewalk on Whitehill street 
in the center of town. Almost simul­ 
taneously a negro woman made an In­ 
sulting remark to a white man on an 
ajolning street, and he administer what 
he consudered due punishment. From 
this start, the excited crowd, which 
had become a mob began its work of 
destruction. Five thousand white men 
and boys 
thronged 
the 
downtown 
streets looking for negroes. 
News of 
a riot brought thousands mere from 
their homes in the suburbs and resi­ 
dence districts until fully 10.000 men 
thronged the downtown section. They 
made attacks on the incoming cars. 
Each car was scoured 
for negroes. 
The trolleys were 
pulled 
from the 
wires, and in the semi-darkness of the 
unlighted car negroes were beaten, 
cut and stamped upon in an unreason­ 
ing, mad Creasy, 
lf a negro ventured 
resistance or remonstrated, it meant 
practically sure death.

Resistance was made by the ne­ 
groes, who had not been apprised of 
the trouble.

Mayor Woodward mounted a 
car platform on Peachtree and Mar let-, 
I ta street and urged the crowd to dis- 
i perse, declaring that the assailants of 
' the white women would be adequate­ 
ly and promptly punished by due pro­ 
cess of law 
Mayor Woodward was 
given a resi**ctful hearing, but when 
he finished the work of destruction 
was resumed. 
He made another ap­ 
peal a few momenta later, buth with­ 
out result. 
Then he tunned in a general fire 
alarm, calling the entire department 
to the scene. To Chief Jo) net he gave 
the laconic order, "Clear the streets. 
The result was to stop the mob in its 
work in that Immediate section, and 
to drive it to other streets. The situa­

With the decision to call out 
the troops the big fire bell sounded 
once more, this time the call for every 
member of the militia to report forth­ 
with at the armory.

The attacks on the negroes had the 
effect of clearing the streets of blacks. 
Drivers on cabs and baggage wag­ 
ons vanished, and their places 
were 
taken by white men. 
This fear of 
trouble effected public conveyances. 
The postoffice had much trouble iu 
delivering special delivery letters; ice 
drivers have been sacrce; In some res- 
, taurants service has been restricted 
by the absence of white -alters.

Throughout the day hundreds of per­ 
sons have been fleeing rom the city. 
By train and wagon and on foot they 
! have hurried from the city, fearing 
the possibilities of trouble in the im­ 
mediate future.
